A Trip There 
by the Board 


of Supervisors. 


IMPORTANT 
PETITIONS 
FILED. 


A Thorongli 
Investigation 
of She 


Places 
in Question?The 


S.P/8 
Wharf. 


It was announced 
the 
other day thai' 
the 
Board 
of Supervisors 
intended to 
visit San Pedro on Friday, so a Herald- 
reporter boarded 
the 9:40 train for that 


place yesterday morning to see what was 
going on. 
The expedition consisted 
of 


the Board 
of Supervisors, 
comprised 
of 


Messrs. T. E. Rowan, J. W. Venable, Os- 
car 
Macy, 
W. E. Martin, Jacob 
Ross 


and County Clerk Dunsmoor, 
Mr. James 
Campbell, President 
of the Long Beach 


and San Pedro 
Railroad, 
and 
Captain 
Healey, chief engineer of the same line; 
Capt. A. W. Barrett, ofthe CityCouncil, 
and Mr. Geo. 
W. Knox, ex-District At- 


torney. 
The train was well filled with 
excursionists 
to 
Catalina, 
and 
sped 


merrily along over the prairie country 
that intervenes 
between 
here 
and the 
ocean, and-steamed 
into San Pedro punc- 
tually on schedule 
time. 
The object of 
tbe 
trip was 
as follows: Those 
ac- 
quainted with San Pedro willremember 
that on entering the city a long wharf, 
in the possession 
ofthe Kerckhoff-Cuzner 
Company, lies to the right of the track. 
This property was obtained 
some time 
ago by that company from Captain Janes, 
the then 
proprietor of the Ocean Villa, 


who when disposing of the property re- 
turned the right for a 50 foot right-of- 
way with a water 
slip and this he 
pre- 


sented to the city of San Pedro. 
On the 


30th of Aprila petition was filed before 
the Board 
of Supervisors 
by Attorney 
Knox in the interest of Capt. 
R. Hillyer 
of San 
Pedro, 
asking 
permission 
to 


operate a ferry between this slip and the 
Government breakwater 
west of Rattle- 
snake 
Island. 
This 
was 
followed 


by 
Capt. 
Barrelt 
asking 
for 
the 
privilege 
of 
constructing 
a 
1009 
foot wharf along the breakwater, 
and as 
these two matters appeared 
to be of con- 
siderable 
importance, 
the 
Supervisors 


decided !o visit the ground and inspect 
the premises. 
To explain to the reader 
the situation at San Pedro 
a description 


must be given of the property in ques- 
tion. 
In 
1873 the 
Government 
con- 
structed a wooden breakwater 
along the 
inner 
harbor 
of San 
Pedro, extending 
from the 
western 
terminus 
of Rattle- 
snake 
Island 
to 
Deadman'S 
Island, 


a 
distance 
of 
about 
one 
mile. 
Since that time the 
wash of the water 
has 
deposited a strip of land, 
varying 


from 500 
to 50 feet in length, on the 
windward 
side of this breakwater, 
and 
this accretion now extends 
solidly from 
Rattlesnake 
Island, 
to which it to all 
appearances 
is a part. And here a knotty 


legal point arises. 
The 
proprietors 
of 
the island claim that this accreted 
land 


is their property, and on the other hand, 
parties 
interested 
on the 
other side, 


assert 
that 
the land 
belongs 
to the 


State of California. 
The point, however, 
will 
probably 
be settled 
by litigation, 
and judging by several legal opinions the 
result will be in favor of the State. 
After a 
pleasant 
lunch 
at 
Captain 
Hillyer's, the Supervisors 
proceeded 
to 
examine the localities 
described 
in the 
petition. 
They embarked in boats from 


the point where itis desired 
to operate 
tho ferry, and were conveyed to the 
ac- 
creted 
land 
along 
the 
breakwater. 
Here 
inspection 
was 
made 
of the 
place 
described 
in 
Captain 
Bar- 


rett's 
petition, 
and 
that 
gentleman 


pointed out the locality desired. 
The 
wharf is toextend fiftyfeet out and 1,000 
feet 
along the breakwater 
toward the 


ocean, thus paralleling the wharf on the 
opposite side 
of the inlet. 
Tho Super- 
visors appeared 
to consider 
both mat- 


ters favorably and will give a decision on 
August Cth in their rooms 
in this city. 


The ferry franchise asked 
for is a most 
important 
thing for San 
Pedro, as it 


means a more direct communication with 
Long 
Beach. 
At present, 
passengers 


to and from that place have to travel via 
Wilmington, a journey of about 
ten 


miles, whereas if the ferry were in oper- 
tion they could come along Rattlesnake 
Island and cross over to Janes' Landing, 
thus reducing the distance 
to about four 


miles. 
The 
granting of Captain Bar- 


rett's petition is also an important mat- 
ter, 
as it is along Rattlesnake 
Island 


that Mr. Campbell's 
Long 
Beach 
and 


San Pedro road is to come in its journey 
to 
Deadman's 
Island. 
A 
wharf 


such 
as 
the 
one 
proposed 
will 


mean a vast 
extension 
of commercial 


privileges, 
and when 
Mr. 
Campbell's 


road is in operation, and either the Santa 
Fe or Union Pacific trains are running 
over it, it is expected that there will be 
as much business 
done 
on that side of 


the inlet as the Southern Pacific is now 
doing on the other. 
Itwas stated to the 


Herald man yesterday that on the Ist of 
August Rattlesnake Island willrevert to 
the Dominguez heirs, as theoption grant- 
ed to that date will not be renewed.

PACIFIC'S WORK. 


After inspecting 
the 
island 
and the 
points in question, 
the 
Supervisors then 


returned 
to the mainland, where by the 


courtesy of Col. Hewitt, who was on the 
spot, a special train was 
)laced at their 


disposal for the purpose of visitingthe 
site 
selected by the Southern 
Pacific for 


their mammoth wharf. 
A trip over the 


bluffs and past 
Timm's Point and the 


objective 
point 
was 
reached, 
and 


here 
a 
pleasant 
half-hour 
was 


passed, 
watching 
the 
pile-driver at 


work. 
Seventy-five-foot piles are being 


driven, and a gang of men is kept daily 
at work, The piles now being used 
are 


not creosoted, as they are only for the 
inside and the process 
is not necessary. 


The Southern 
Pacific is also boring for 


artesian water 
on the plateau overlook- 


ingthe ocean and has struck 
fairlygood 


water at 160 feet. Itis easy tosee that the 
Southern Pacific has determined to spend 
a good round sum of dollars in develop- 
ing San Pedro, 
and when their work is 


done and the Government 
breakwater is 


added 
that city will probably 
lay just 


claim to the title it received 
long ago, 


"The Liverpool of the Pacific Coast."

Under Quarantine. 


The Board of Freeholders 
met yester- 


day afternoon, Mayor Workman in tho 
Chair and 
Messrs. 
Moore, Robinson, 


Mansfield, Mackey, Brown, Scott, Bald- 
win, Estudillo, Book, Dunkelberger and 
Dr. Kurtz, present. 


A communication 
was received 
from 


C. M.Wells, suggesting the formation of 
a salaried Board 
of Public 
Works, 
the 


members 
to be appointed bythe Council, 


to serve for three years. 


General Mansfield said that he favored 


the idea and 
asked 
that it be filed for 


future consideration. 


Mr. Robinson 
asked that the matter be 


referred 
to a committee 
to report. 
He 


was inclined to favor the idea. 


Referred 
to a committee 
consisting of 


Messrs. Robinson, 
Mackey 
and 
Moore. 


The sections relative to the Board of 


Education 
were taken up, and Dr. Kurtz 


moved that the Board be allowed to pur- 
chase 
goods to the amount of $500 with- 


out advertising. 


Mr. Robinson 
interposed an objection 


and an amendment, 
which was accepted, 


and the motion was carried. 


The 
balance 
of the article, 
as con- 


tained 
in the 
defeated 
charter, 
was 


adopted. 


The articles relating to the Board of 


Health 
were 
then 
considered. 
The 


question of the age of the Health Officer 
came up and Dr. Kurtz said that the phy- 
sicians of the city were rather in favor 
of allowing no physician to serve unless 
he is over 30 years of age. 


Colonel Moore opposed 
this idea, 
be- 


cause 
it would 
shut out many worthy 


young men who know more than some 
of the older men. 
General Mansfield's 
motion to retain 


the 30 years clause 
was carried. 
When the clause 
relating to the time 


of residence 
in the city was reached, 


Dr. Kurtz moved that a two years' 
resi- 


dence be required. 


Colonel 
Moore 
moved 
to amend 
to 


make the time of residence 
twenty-one 
years, so as to place the young men on 
an 
equality. 
Lost, 
and 
Dr. Kurtz's 


motion was carried. 


Colonel Moore moved that the section 


relating to the age of the Health Officer 
he amended 
bo as to make it read that 


such officer must 
have 
practiced 
seven 


years instead of have reached the age of 
30. 
Carried. 


When 
the section 
relative to the re- 


porting of sickness to the Health Officer 
was reached, 
Dr. Kurtz moved that the 
diseases

be typhus, ship 


?ear yellow fever, Asiatic cholera, 
small- 
pox, diphtheria and scarlet 
fever. 
Car- 
ried. 


When tbe section 
relating to the re- 
moval of people from their residences 
to 


the 
pesthouse 
was reached, 
Dr. Kurtz 
moved that it be amended 
so as to pro- 
vide that only those patients be removed 
who cannot be properly quarantined. 


Mr. Robinson moved that this section 


be stricken out. 


General Mansfield desired to amend so 
that patients could not be taken out of a 
private house. 


Dr. Kurtz's motion was carried, 
and 


the balance 
of the article on health was 
adopted as read. 
Thecommittee on the Treasurer's duties 


and the deposits ofthe citymoney, recom 


- 


mended that the city funds be deposited 
with the bank offering the highest rate 
of interest. 


Colonel Moore suggested 
that it might 


be as well to provide that the money be 
loaned 
to individuals 
as 
well as the 
banks. 


Mr. Estudillo was not in favor of loan- 
ingthe funds of the city. 
He thought 
that it was unconstitutional. 
He asked 
what benefit had been de-rived by the 
city by depositing the money in a bank. 
Colonel Dunkelberger 
said none and 
that was what 
had been complained of. 
For this reason it was 
proposed 
to take 
the 
deposit 
of 
money 
out 
of the 
hands of the Treasurer 
and put it in the 


banks, where it will be safe 
and 
be 
se- 
cured by bonds or collateral. 
Mr. Estudillo wanted 
to know what 
the vaults in the cityhall were for if not 
to hold tbe money. 


General 
Mansfield asked 
how it could 
be known that the money was in the city 
vanIt. 
A City Treasurer 
might give 


bonds in $100,000 
and might get away 
with tbe money without any one know- 
ing it. 


Mr. Estudillo said this could be pro- 
vided for as it was in the 
case 
of the 
State, 
were all moneys were required to 
be in the vaults ofthe Treasurer. 


Mr. Mackay believed that there could 


be no better way of keeping the money 
than in the banks, where 
some benefit 
would be derived bythe people. 
Mr. Book said there were several bids 
in the hands of the Council now for the 
use 
of the money, and these 
had been 
laid on the 
table. 
He could see 
no 
reason 
why the city should 
not make 
something and at the fame time put the 
money in circulation. 


Dr. Kurtz suggested 
the propriety of 
keeping 
the money in the hands of the 
people as long as possible and of collect- 
ing the taxes quarterly. 


Col. Moore said that if a provision was 
made 
so that 
any citizen could borrow 
the 
money 
by furnishing the 
proper 
collateral, he would support 
the report. 
Mr. Estudillo said 
that he could not 
flee what betefit it would be to have the 
money in the banks. 
It had been no 
benefit to the people so far. 
Col. Moore's amendment 
to allow any- 
body to borrow the money was lost. 
The report 
of 
the Committee 
was 
adopted by a voteof 7 to 4. 
General Mansfield then read 
the 
fol- 
lowingwhich he wished considered 
dur- 
ing the week: 
In all cases where a street has been 
once graded and established 
by the city, 
or under 
its authority, and 
buildings 
have 
been 
erected 
and other improve- 


ments 
made 
in conformity 
therewith, 
tbe 
grade 
of such 
street 
shall 
not be 
changed unless a publ:inecessity exists 
therefor, or the public tonvenience 
re- 
quire the change of su.h grade, which 
publicnecessity 
or convenience 
shall be 
first established 
by the verdict of a jury 
in an action in the 
Superior Court by 
the city sfgainst the owner or owners of 
lots or blocks fronting on the street af- 
fected by such 
change of grade, 
where- 
upon, if the jury find .the necessity for 
said change of grade 
to exist, the Court 


\u25a0hall enter 
an interlocutory decree, and 
immediately 
thereafter 
the 
city shall 
cause a survey of said street to be made 
showing the proposed change of grade, 
with the cut* or fills, as the case may be, 
and file with the papers

T h e W ool-G athering: T rib u n e. 
We suggest to the Republican National 
0 ammittee that'they supply the necessary 
funds to translate the Loa Angeles Tri­ 
bune to New York where it might be­ 
come the central organ of its party and 
the editorial reservoir from which all 
the Republican presses of the country 
could draw their inspiration. It has too 
much light of the kind adopted by that 
party in this campaign to be hidden 
under a bushel in this remote corner of 
the Union. Its bold, brazen and reckless 
misrepresentation of facts fills the intel­ 
ligent and posted reader with wonder 
and admiration. 
Yesterday it gave some “facts about 
wool." 
Gentle and credulous reader, 
just ponder "them facha" for a mo 
ment. It says that “in 1880 there were 
161,557 men employed in the wool indus­ 
try, and they received in that year as 
wages $264,252,913. That was an aver­ 
age of $4.60 per day to each m an!" The 
amazing temerity of a writer who can say 
that the wool industry in any of its phases 
payB $4.00 per day to each of its em­ 
ployees, is Napoleonic and unapproach­ 
able in the line of unadulterated asser­ 
tion. Let us see what the truth 
is. 
In 
1880, 
according to 
the 
decennial census report, the total 
number of employes in the woolen mills 
cf the United States was 321,296, and 
the average annual wages $293, or at the 
rate of 97 cents per day of three hundred 
working days. But of course this com­ 
putation fails to include the sheepherd- 
ers, and it is probably in the wages of 
that munificentlv-paid class of workers 
that the Tribune will justify its figures! 
Now, while the averago of annual wages 
paid employees in the woolen mills of 
the United States is $293, we find that in 
the great manufacturing State of Penn­ 
sylvania the amount is only $212, or a 
fraction over 70 cents per day. 
The Tribune proceeds from the basis of 
its bogus figures to show that the impor­ 
tance of the wool industry overshadows 
the iron and other mining industries, 
and even assails our credulity by declar­ 
ing that one voter in every twelve in the 
United States is engaged in the produc­ 
tion of wool and mutton. But this is 
tx> obviously tough to merit serious at­ 
tention. 
It also says that the number of sheep 
in California in 1887 was 6,069,G93. This 
statement is given upon the authority 
of McCarthy'8 Statistician; but we take it 
for granted that it is exaggerated to the 
extent of about three million muttons; 
for the Federal census gave us in 1880 
only 3,800,000 sheep, and the settling up 
of the State since that time has driven 
great numbers of wool growing men out 
of California into the adjoining Terri­ 
tories, and thus greatly reduced the num­ 
ber of sheep in the State. 
It is really a great pity that the Tribune 
has not a wider theatre in which to exer­ 
cise its mendacious faculties. Its bazoo 
ehould be blown from the house-tops of 
the great commercial emporium of the 
East, or at least from the dome of the 
National Capitol at Washington. It is 
not only “cribbed, cabined and confined' 
in this remote corner of the Union, but 
our people lack the necessary ignorance 
to gulp down without protest its diurnal 
political rot.

The exceedingly close elections of the 
last three Presidential contests empha­ 
size the necessity of thorough work in all 
States that might be called doubtful. 
The great Electoral Commission’s steal 
was needful to the Republican party, be­ 
cause it was obligatory on Chandler and 
his confederates to filch the nineteen 
votes of South Carolina, Louisiana and 
Florida to give Hayes the one hundred 
and eighty-five votes of the Electoral 
Colleges which just elected him. He 
had one hundred and 6ixty-six which 
belonged to him, and he needed to 
purloin nearly a score more. On the 
undisputed preference of States, Mr. 
Tilden had one hundred and eighty-four 
votes, needing only one to elect him. If 
the Sage of Gramercy Park could have 
carried Oregon or Nevada, or the 
recently admitted 
Colorado, or if 
Colorado had not been admitted he 
would have been seated without contro­ 
versy. In 1880 the result hinged upon 
New York. General Hancock would un­ 
questionably have been elected President 
if Tammany Hall, John Kelly and the 
New York Sun had not been averse to 
him. 
Ab it was, he was defeated be­ 
tween Harlem River and the Battery. 
The Hancock campaign recalls a pe­ 
culiar incident in the politics of Califor­ 
nia. 
At the ftarne time that General 
Garfield desired the electoral votes of 
California, General Miller was setting up 
the several legislative districts, with 
a view of being elected to the 
Senate of the United States. His 
quite large “ bar’1," together with the 
hogsheads of Captain Cole aud his 
other Alaska Fur Seal associates had 
been “stove in" in good style, with the 
result that Miller was successful in many 
of the Democratic counties of California, 
while Hancock was successful in many 
of the Republican counties. 
The hero 
of Gettysburg carried five of the six elec­ 
toral votes of California, Judge Terry, 
one of the Democratic candidates for 
elector, having been defeated through 
defection of the Broderick Democrats. 
In the Hancock campaign New York 
determined the result. 
In the current contest New’ York will 
be a potent factor, but will not decide 
the issue. Calculations can be made by 
which the Republicans could win without 
the Empire State, while any calculation 
that omits New York from the Demo­ 
cratic roster, and which elects Cleveland 
and Thurman, is too fanciful for practi­ 
cal politics. But this is unimportant, 
because New York is certain to be 
Democratic. New Jersey also, is as­ 
sured, and that absolutely. 
Our opponents claim that General Har­ 
rison will carry his own State. The 
H e ra ld does not believe that he will; 
but, for the sake of the argument, we 
will accept the “favorite son” theory, 
and give Indiana* to Harrison. In this 
calculation the Democrats will need 
either California or Connecticut to suc­ 
ceed. Either of these States, with the 
solid South, New York and New Jersey, 
will elect Cleveland and Thurman. 
Of course, we by no means reject th9 
calculations which make Michigan, Illi­ 
nois and Wisconsin debatable ground. 
We should not be surprised if this were 
to be a year of political new departures. 
We have been told that the unexpected 
is always sure to happen. But in mak­ 
ing political estimates it is always well to 
stick pretty close to the experience of 
the past. States that have always gone 
Republican in Presidential years may 
very prudently be left out of the esti­ 
mates of men who ought to look to every 
joint and rivet of their armors. 
California may determine who shall be 
our next President. Let us see to it,

One of the popular fallacies of the past 
was tnat Arizona was an arid and barren 
waste. This fallacy is being rapidly dis­ 
pelled, and in a short time that Territory 
will rank as one of the most productive 
in the Union. This remark will not hold 
true of all the land in the Territory, but 
it will be found perfectly correct as to a 
largs area thereof. Great developments 
are now going forward in the Salt River 
Valley,and these are being supplemented 
by others along the Gila River,and again 
in several places on the banks of the 
Colorado. In the Salt River valley a canal 
has been constructed at a cost of$l ,000,000. 
This will bring under cultivation an im­ 
mense extent of very productive soil. 
Fruit ripens in that section several weeks 
earlier than anywhere else in the Amer­ 
ican Union. For raisin culture this val­ 
ley is particularly suited, for the reason 
that there is the least possible humidity 
in the atmosphere at that point, and the 
fruit cures with a rich bloom on it, and 
the flavor is delicious. At the moment 
there is an earnest movement on foot to 
build a railroad from Holbrook, on the 
line of the Atlantic and Pacific road, to 
Yuma on the Southern Pacific line.

W a s h in g t o n, July 13.—The Senate to­ 
day passed the House bill approving 
certain acts of the Twenty-seventh Leg­ 
islative Assembly of the Territory of 
New Mexico as to its funded indebted­ 
ness.

DOLPn ON THE FISHERIES. 
He quoted from the official correspond­ 
ence of Minister Phelps and of Secretary 
Bayard to show that the overt acts of 
the Canadian Government against Ameri­ 
can fishermen had been a flagrant vio­ 
lation of treaty rights, and had been re 
sorted to for the purpose cf driving the 
United States into admitting Canadian 
fish free. He asserted that it was pro­ 
posed by the pending treaty to surrender 
the American position concerning bays 
and harbors, the American claim to re­ 
ciprocal commercial privileges, and to 
purchase partial commercial privileges 
for American fishermen with an annual 
remission of duties to the amount of a 
million dollars. He claimed that under 
an arrangement with Great Britain in 
1830, American fishermen were entitled 
to full commercial privileges in British 
colonial ports, and said if this were not 
so, the United States should say to 
Canada, “ With what judgment you 
judge, you Bhall be judged, and with 
what measure you mete, it shall ho 
measured to you." Such commercial 
relations had been practiced by the 
United States since the foundation of the 
Government, and such relations bad 
been authorized by Congress by the act 
of March 3d, 1887. 
lie quoted at length 
from a speech of Senator Morgan, when 
that act was under consideration, to 
show that the Senate then thought 
retaliation was 
A PEACEFUL MEASURE. 
He alluded to the fact that the Repub­ 
lican majority in the Senate had been 
charged with being governed by political 
considerations and asked how the sudden 
change in Morgan’s position was to be 
accounted for. What, he asked, had put 
British arguments (as to the construction 
of the treaty of 1818), in the mouths of 
the Senators ou the other side of the 
Chamber? It was politics, be said. 
The decree had gone forth that the State 
Department and administration must be 
sustained in this matter. The Republi­ 
can majority in the Senate bad been 
threatened with free Canadian fish if the 
treaty were not ratified, hut he could 
inform the Senators on the other side 
that was not the way to secure free Ca­ 
nadian fish. It was the ratification of 
the treaty that would lay the foundation 
for free fish. He was mistaken in the 
temper of the American people if they 
would be driven into such a concession? 
If lie were to vote against the treaty on 
political grounds, or if he were to "vote 
for it because, as bad been charged, the 
President would (if it were rejected) exe­ 
cute 
the act of March 3, 1837, 
bringing bankruptcy on the country, or 
because, as had been intimated on the 
other side of the chamber, the rejection 
of the treaty would be made a pretext 
for the declaration of war by Great Brit 
ain. he would be unworthy "of his posi­ 
tion as a Senator. The only American 
battles with Great Britain would be bat­ 
tles of diplomacy. Great Britain would 
get by diplomacy all the United States 
was weak enough to yield. Even if the 
rejection of the pending treaty should be 
made 
A PRETEXT FOR WAR 
By Great Britain, that argument was not 
worthy of consideratipn by the Senate 
When it came to pass that the most im­ 
portant acts of the highest legislative 
body in thé country were controlled by 
fears of 
a foreign 
war 
or by 
threats 
of 
executive 
proceedings 
that would involve the country in 
financial distress and ruin, our Republi­ 
can institutions would indeed be in dan­ 
ger; but the danger would be from 
within and not from without. He did 
not fear war with Great Britain. The 
sentiments of the two countries is in favor 
of peace and of peaceful means for 
settling differences was so great as to 
prevent war. Great Britain would not re­ 
sort to war with the United States be­ 
cause it was not to her interest to do so. 
He was free to admit with the exposed 
coasts of the United States, and with its 
unprotected coastwise commerce, the 
country did not want war with Great 
Britain, and ho was equally sure Great 
Britain could not «afford war with the 
United States. The fortified naval sta­ 
tions at Halifax, Bermuda and Esquimalt 
were a menace to American commerce 
but no forts could protect the Canadian 
frontier, and the 
GREAT IRONCLADS OF ENGLAND 
Could not protect her commerce on a 
hundred seas. At the call of even the 
present pro-English administration in 
case of war, armed men would spring 
into the field from every State and terri­ 
tory to make a conquest of the Canadian 
Provinces, and a few months of hostilities 
would find an American privateer ou 
every sea where a British merchant ves­ 
sel was to be found. While war was 
brutal and barbarous, there were some 
things more to be dreaded than war. A 
nation could emerge from a costly and 
sanguinary war with its honor untar­ 
nished, its love of liberty intensified and 
its foundation of prosperity strengthed; 
out when it yielded to unjust demands 
it lost its own self respect and the respect 
of other nations.

W ashington, July 13.—In the House 
to-day on motion of Biggs, of California, 
a bill was passed for the investigation of 
the mining debris (juestion in California. 
Blount, of Georgia, submitted the con­ 
ference report on the Postoffice Appropri­ 
ation bill. An agreement had been ar­ 
rived at on all the amendments except 
that known as the subsidy amendment. 
The rate of postage on seeds, plants, 
bulbs, roots and scions had been fixed 


at one cent for each two ounces or frac­ 
tion thereof. 
The report was agreed to, and then 
Ilingman, of Pennsylvania, moved to 
concur in the Senate subsidy amend­ 
ment, with an amendment reducing the 
appropriation from $890,000 to $450,000, 
authorizing the Postmaster General to 
increase the mail facilities not only be­ 
tween the United States and Central 
and South America and West Indies, but 
between the United States and China, 
Japan, Sandwich Islands and Australasia 
also, aud providing that American ships 
carrying the mails shall be allowed four 
times the rate of compensation they now 
receive. 
Bingham said the question was not 
one of 
SUBSIDY OR BONUS, 
But a question as to the re-adjustmont of 
compensation under the law of 1858 as 
applied to the sailing of American steam­ 
ships under the existing conditions of 
1888. If the conditions to-day were dif­ 
ferent from the conditions existing at the 
time the law of 1858 was passed, a fair 
re-adjustment of the compensation al­ 
lowed to American veesels for carrying 
mails should be made. 
Blount opposed the motion. The line 
to China and Australia now receives 
from fifty to one hundred times more for 
mail transportation than it did for freight 
transportation, and yet it was proposed 
to give it four times as much as now re­ 
ceived. He believed the existing pro­ 
visions for the service were ample and 
that to-day the United States has the 
best mail service on earth. 
Dingley supported the amendment. 
Holman attacked the principles of sub­ 
sidy, referring to the resolution of in­ 
quiry, adopted in February, 1874, into 
the charges that money had been used to 
secure tue passage of the Pacific mail 
subsidy, he said the House had been dis­ 
honored by the results of that inquiry; 
yet it was proposed that that very steam­ 
ship line should ieceive another subsidy 
after having driven honorable men into 
OnSCURITY AND DISHONOR. 
Felton, of California, cited the case of 
the line plying between 8an Francisco 
and Australia and New Zealand. Here 
was a line receiving $150,000 subsidy 
from foreign governments. The mail 
service over this line was not a part of 
the Postal Union service, and therefore 
the United States Government collected 
between $40,000 and $47,000 annually as 
postage,¡and while it paid the line $20,000, 
the government was making twice as 
much as it paid out. Was not this an 
ignoble policy and beneath the dignity 
of the Nation, to use for the purpose of 
making money a line sustained by a 
foreign government. The New Zealand 
Government had become disgusted with 
the extremely conservative policy of this 
Government, and would no longer aid in 
maintaining the service unless this Gov­ 
ernment would meet it half way. 
Owen, of Indiana, advocated the 
amendment as a means of advancing the 
business interests of the United States in 
the great consuming couutries of South 
America. 
CHEAP AND NASTY. 
Nelson, of Minnesota, referred to the 
country of his birthplace (Norway) as 
too poor to subsidize a single ship for a 
year, yet with free trade and free ships 
it stood next to the United States in ton­ 
nage and commerce. The granting of 
a subsidy to a few steamship lines 
would not stimulate commerce, but 
would arm them with a weapon to fight 
off competition. France had given sub­ 
sidies but her shipping interests were 
now in a dilapidated condition, the result 
of over protection. England kept up 
her system of subsidies in order to con­ 
nect her with outlying colonies. 
Felton thanked God that he came 
from a country that would avoid the 
cheap and nasty as long as possible. 
Nelson—You have been hating Chinese 
so long you can’t help hating all 
foreigners. 
Felton—You can’t pay me a higher 
compliment than to say I hate the 
Chinese. 
Nelson—The gentleman from Cali­ 
fornia hates the cheap and nasty. The 
manufacturers of this country wanted 
the cheap and nasty in the shape of 
labor, and we had to pass laws to pre 
vent them from getting it. 
Felton said he had presented labor 
bills which had never been reDorted 
from the committee. 
Dockery argued against subsidies, and 
contended that the effect of the amend- 
would be discourage the building of ad­ 
ditional lines, and would enable such 
poor men as Gould, Sage and Hunting- 
to prevent competition with the Pacific 
Mail Steamship Company.

formally presented in court táday. A 
statement was made by U niud States 
District Attorney Ewing, immediately 
upon the arraignment of six of the ac­ 
cused, Chief Bauere'sn and his comrades, 
Goding, Wilson, Bowles, Broderick and 
Smith. 
The presentment caused a great sensa- 
ton amond the crowd of railroad men, 
lawyers and reporters that filled every 
inch of the room in the court. The state­ 
ment of the District Attorney was ap­ 
parently based largely on a confession by 
one of the six, Alex Smith. The latter 
sat apart from the other defendants, and 
nothwithstanding the efforts of his broth­ 
er, who was present in court, doggedly 
declined to be represented by the Broth­ 
erhood attorneys or have anything to do 
with them. 
After Commissioner Hoyne had re­ 
fused defendants’ request for a separate 
examination for each of them, the Dis­ 
trict Attorney arose, and in a matter-of- 
fact way,' without any attempt at decla­ 
mation, recited the tacts that ho proposed 
to prove. 
» 
He said that his evidence would show 
that the dynamite cartridge which was 
placed on the Burlington tracks at Eola, 
111., May 29tb, was put there by Bowles 
and Smith. A few days prior to this ex­ 
plosion Bowles went into Chairman 
Hoge’s room at the Grand Pacific and 
showed him a number of these cart­ 
ridges, and they talked together regard­ 
ing tbeir use. 
A day or two later 
Bauereisn told Smith that Bowles had 
left a package for him at a certain hotel 
in Aurora. Smith got the package, aud 
it contained dynamite cartridges, and by 
Bauercisn’s advice he exploded these on 
the Burlington tracks June 14th. 
July 5th, by directions of the defen­ 
dants’ Smith took a letter from Goding 
to the latter’s wife, who gave him a 
package containing dynamite cartridges. 
These Smith took to the Brotherhood 
hall at Aurora, where he met Broderick 
and Bowles and Bauereisn, and told 
them that he had left the dynamite in 
the ante-room. Broderick put the pack­ 
age under his arm and the men all left 
the hall together and took a train to Chi­ 
cago, excepting Bauereisn. Ou their 
way they were arrested. The package 
contained four half-pound dynamite car­ 
tridges. 
J. J. Kelly, secretary to Chairman 
Hoge, was placed on the stand and told 
how Bowle3 had brought dynamite to 
Hoge’e roomin the Grand Pacific Hotel. 
The cartridges alleged to have been 
taken from the prisoners were brought 
into court. Samuel C. Madden, agent 
for the Atlas Dynamite Company, was 
put on the stand and testified that the 
cartridges contained thirty per cent, of 
nitro-glycerine. The fulminating caps 
found on Broderick were shown to the 
witness and were declared to be the kind 
to explode dynamite. 
Edward Poole, conductor of the train 
on which Bowles, Broderick and Wilson 
were arrested, testified that the train 
was carrying inter-State passengers. 
Poole’s cross-examination was conducted 
with a view of showing that the car in 
which the prisoners were arrested had 
been attached to the train at Quincy. It 
carried no passengers from points out­ 
side of Illinois, ana did not come within 
these statues. 
John D. Kelly, secretary to Chairman 
Hoge, of the Grievance Committee, 
testified that ho knew Defendant Bowles. 
He saw him in the rooms of the strikers 
in the Grand Pacific H otel; that Bowles 
came to the strikers’ room at the hotel 
with a package said to be dynamite, and 
opened the package in the presence of 
Iioge and a man named Tower. 
It was 
marked “ Hercules” with a red stamp. 
Bowles had caps in his pockets. 
They 
were like those taken from Broderick. 
Bowles spoke of “ working it” it on the 
Fulton branch. He told the witness that 
he had laid a cartridge on the track, us­ 
ing a sheet of lead to keep it on the 
rail and caps for exploding it. He had 
four cartridges and a hall a dozen caps. 
Kelly’s cross-examination developed 
that he was 28 years old; American 
born; had been a fireman and engineer 
and for several years worked on the 
Burlington road. He was Secretary for 
Hoge, and said he had a memorandum 
showing dates regai ding this and other 
subjects, if it had not been stolen since 
his arrest as several other papers had 
been. 
Here it was disclosed that some one 
had raided Kelly’s room while he was 
locked up down town, and it was charged 
that the defense bad the documents 
taken from his rooms. Witness said that 
he had made a memorandum of Bowles’ 
talk about dynamite at the time, because 
the Brotherhood did not allow acts of 
violence. He did not report it to the po­ 
lice because of his relations to the Broth­ 
erhood. He said siuce his arrest he had 
conferred with Inspector Bonfield, At­ 
torney Collier and Mr. Stone, but was 
not testifying under promise of immunity 
and that he expected to be put on trial 
for conspiracy. 
ThomaB G. Lloyd testified that he lived 
at Noblesville, Ind., and dealt in hard­ 
ware. Had seen Bowles in his store 
about June 1. Sold him five pounds of 
dynamite put up in rolls. The brands 
were known as “ Hercules powder," and 
he identified that in court as the same 
brand. He sold him moro two weeks 
later, and again on June 23. Fulmina- 
tion caps and fuses were bought with 
each lot and packed carefully by special 
directions. Bowles told him on the first 
occasion that he was stopping with a 
Mr. Sapper in the neighberhood. 
Andrew E. Barnes, clerk for Lloyd, 
also indentified Bowles as having seen 
him in the store several times and sold 
him dynamite. About 7 p . m. June 23, 
Bowles got a package of dynamite put up 
for him by Lloyd. 
Thomas J. Ester, of Noblesville, Ind., 
had seen Bowles when the latter was 
stopping at Sapper’s. They talked about 
the strike and Bowles told him that he 
was going to Crestón, Iowa, “to raise hell 
among the boys." 
Kirke Howe, a clerk in Sawyer and 
Pierce’s hardware store at Westerfield, 
Ind., identified Bowles as the man to 
whom he sold dynamite about six weeks 
ago.Farther examination was suspended 
until 10 o’clock to-morrow. The prose­ 
cution ha» several witnesses to examine.

General Boulanger has issued a circu­ 
lar to the editors in the D epartm ent of 
Ardischi, in which he asks their suf­ 
frage. 
Doctor Laffe believes the m atter will 
progiess favorably and Boulanger will be 
cured in a fortnight. 
H e says, however, 
there is danger of complication, and that 
phlebites of the neck is possible, which 
would endanger the wounded m an’s life. 
The Doctors consider it a miracle that 
Boulanger escaped a directly 
mortal 
wouud. The General is suffering from 
much pain. 
L o n d o n , Ju ly 13.—The Paris corre­ 
spondent of the Time» says it is the com­ 
mon belief th at Boulanger and his fol­ 
lowers, owing to the daily decline of 
their preslige, dream of a civil war and 
th at they intended to make an effort to 
realize their criminal hopes by provoking 
street demonstrations for and against him.

however captured and placed in jail. 
Remington, the man who represented 
himself as an artist for Harper's Weekly, 
and 
suicided at Trinidad, Cal., was 
buried in the paupers’ field Friday. 
An 
investigation of his effects showed that 
his right nam e was George F. Raymond. 
The deceased was a confirmed m orphine 
eater. 
It is believed he contemplated 
suicide, represented himself as Rem ing­ 
ton and made his will on purpose to 
create a sensation. His total am ount of 
cash was twenty cents. 
Word has been received at Denver 
from the Ute Agency, U tah, that four 
weeks ago Chief Piah, th e notorious 
renegade Chief, while returning to the 
Ouray agency, from Green river, with a 
band of Indians, had a quarrel with his 
son, during which revolverá were drawn. 
Several shots were fired, but friends 
stepped in and parted the men before 
blood was shed. The next m orning when 
the Indians broke camp and resumed 
their journey, old Piah dropped behind 
and when out of sight of his band be sui­ 
cided by shooting him self through the 
heart. 
Hon. D. L. Ru8sell,who was a delegate 
to the Chicago Convention from North 
Carolina, and who was nom inated for the 
head of the. State judicial ticket, has 
w ritten a letter to the Republican State 
Committee, in which be declines the 
nomination and advises the withdrawal 
of the entire State ticket. Taking elec­ 
tron statistics for the last sixteen years 
he argues that the Republicans have no 
showing, and he contends that by w ith­ 
drawing their State ticket they might 
break the color line anc thus gain in the 
Congressional districts on the electoral 
ticket and Legislature. 
At Topeka, KanBas, the bearing of the 
Moore habeas corpus case was begun 
Friday and the attorneys for John W.

H e was, however, im ­ 
mediately re-arrested by Sheriff Fuller 
on the requisition of the Governor of 
Missouri. 
A writ of habeas corpus was 
sworn out again and served upon him.

Shortage

the W orld’s Sugar 
Product—How the M arket 
Is M anipulated.

S a n F r a n c is c o , July 13.— The National 
Council of the National Educational As­ 
sociation met to-day in the Odd Fellows’ 
Building, President J . L. Pickard, of 
Iowa City, presiding. 
Professor Pea­ 
body, of Illinois, C hairm an of the Com­ 
m ittee on H igher Education, presented 
the com m ittee’s report on “ The Elective 
System in Colleges,” in which it was 
argued th at 
the student is not pre­ 
pared to judge of his real condition or 
the specific im provements to be taught 
in m aking choice of studies. 
In the discussion which followed the 
reading cf the report, President Gove 
said that he thought w here the student 
was advised by other opinions than his 
own in m aking a choice, the elective 
system could not be considered mis­ 
chievous. 
Prof. Peabody explained 
that 
the 
Comm ittee’s idea was that the courses 
which had been laid out, but not separate 
studies should be elective. 
Dr. H arris, of Concord, Massachusetts, 
favored the Comm ittee's views and said 
the student of to-day w a9 often better 
enabled to judge the course lie should 
choose than the parents. 
Dr. Ilem ett, of Illinois, Prof. Sheldon, 
of 
Boston, 
and Prof. 
Schaeffer, of 
Pennsylvania, also joined in the dis­ 
cussion. 
Dr. H arris provoked an ani­ 
mated debate 
by asserting that the 
report was aimed, though perhaps unin­ 
tentionally againBt H arvard College. 
Prof. Peabody denied this and said the 
elective system was not original with 
Harvard but with the 
University of 
Virginia long before. 
Prof. Canfiold, of Kansas, thought the 
whole question was really a local issue, 
and that it was difficult to lay down a 
general rule for its decision. 
The ques­ 
tion of the student’s age m ust also be 
considered in connection therewith. 
Prof. Sheldon, of Boston, said it was 
the view of one of the committee which 
he represented that the question of the 
am ount of tiaining required of the stu­ 
dent before granting him a diploma 
should be determ ined, and the report 
was referred back to the Committee on 
Higher Education for reconsideration 
and am endment. 
Messrs. H arris and Canfield were ap­ 
pointed to advise the committee in re­ 
gard to the sentim ents expressed in the 
liscussion of 
the reports. 
Messrs. 
Baker, of Colorado; Sheldon, of M assa­ 
chusetts, and Greenwood, of Missouri, 
were appointed a Nominating Commit­ 
tee.

July 13.—Information 
received to-day concerning the sugar 
m arket shows th a t there has been an ad­ 
vance in London, for the reason that the 
New York Sugar Trust is sending there 
for raw sugar. 
It is understood that the 
supply of sugar in New York has been 
cornered outside of the Trust, which is 
now compelled to reim port the cargoes 
that it refused to buy a few months ago. 
There was no advance in sugar to-day 
either in New York or this city. 
An evening paper is authority for the 
statem ent that sometime since Clans 
Spreckels contracted for fifty thousand 
tons of raw sugar from Manilla, and on 
this transaction alone, at the present 
rates, he can realize forty dollars per 
ton, or a profit of two million dollarB in 
the aggregate. 
A short tim e ago the American Sugar 
Refinery’s stock of raw sugar exceeded 
its refining capacity, 
and seeing no 
chance to "handle the sugar within a 
reasonable period a cargo was shipped 
to New York 
for a refinery there. 
The ship in which it was sent baa just 
arrived in New York, and the advance in 
value is $100,000. 
There is little in the 
present statistical position of sugar to 
w arrant this large advance, and the rise 
is attributed almost entirely to manipula­ 
tion. The stock of sugar in the world, 
however, is stated to be 400,000 tons less 
than a year ago.

P a r is, June 1 3.—As was expected the 
insult offered by Boulanger to Floquet 
in the Chamber of Deputies last evening 
resulted in a duel. The two gentlemen, 
attended by their seconds, met in the vi­ 
cinity of Paris at ten o’clock this morn­ 
ing, 
Swords were used and both com­ 
batants werp wounded. 
The duel oc­ 
curred on Count Dillon’s estate at 
Neuilly, Sur-Seine, a short distance from 
the city. 
Boulanger was wounded in the arm 
and neck. His wounds are not danger­ 
ous. Floquet’s hand was scratched by 
Boulanger’s sword. 
Further than this 
he was not touched. 
Floquet’s colleagues in the Ministry 
were waiting at his house for news of the 
duel and were overjoyed to see the 
Prime Minister return safe. 
He was 
S'ven an ovation. 
A small crowd of 
julanger’s followers were in front of 
his house when he reached home. 
HOW THEY CARVED EACH OTHER. 
Later details of the duel are to the fol­ 
lowing effect; At the second encounter 
Boulanger was slightly wounded and 
Floquet had reoeived a cut on the right 
hand. After resting the men renewed 
fighting for the third time. Boulanger 
made a lunge at Floquet’s left breast, but 
only slightly touched the mark. Bou­ 
langer then received a wound in the 
throat which put an end to the en­ 
counter. The wound is a bad one, and 
on account of hemorrhage the doctors are 
unable to decide whether it is likely to 
{•rove serious. The duel was fiercely 
ought. Boulanger tried hard to kill 
Floquet, and threw himeelf upon him 
again and again. When Floquet received 
a wound in the hand and it began to 
bleed, his second proposed that the fight 
be discontinued, but both combatants 
refused to atop. 
EXTENT OF THEIR WOUNDS. 
It is now believed that the wound in 
General Boulanger’s throat is a serious 
one. Floquet received scratches on his 
hand, chest and foot. 
The physician who is attending Bou­ 
langer has issued a bulletin regarding 
his condition. It says there is a deep 
wound in the right side of the General’s 
neck, and that it causes marked difficul­ 
ty in his respiration. At present the doc­ 
tor is unable give an opinion as to what 
turn the case may take. 
ATTITUDE OP THE PRESS. 
The Republican journals in comment­ 
ing on the diecussion in the Chamber of 
Deputies, last night, between M. Flo­ 
quet and General Boulanger, say that 
General Boulanger has entered upon a 
Plebiscite campaign and that the struggle 
between the Republic and a Dictatorship 
has begun. Universal suffrage, they say, 
will do justice to Ca-sarism. 
The 
Lanterns gives notice that it definitely 
fevers all connection with Boulangerism*. 
The Conservative organs commend 
General Boulanger’s attitude and ascribe 
to him the honors of yesterday’s scene 
in the Chamber. 
FLOQUET DELIVERS AN ADDRESS. 
The Gambetta Btatute in the Place du 
Carrousal was unveiled this afternoon, 
Floquet, the Prime Minister, who fought 
the duel with Boulanger this morning, 
delivered the oration.

ILLEGAL ARRESTS. 
R e p o rt o f u C o m m itte e o f th e B o a rd 
o f S u p e rv is o rs . 
The Committee of the Board of Super­ 
visors on tho fees of constables and the 
food supplied to tho prisoners in tb 
Connty Jail, consisting of Supervisors 
Martin and Venable, reported as follows 
The Committee finds that upon investiga­ 
tion there has, in its opinion, been 
numerous illegal arrests made by con­ 
stables in this city, which it appears to 
the committoe could not have been made 
for any other purpose than that of ac­ 
cumulating illegal fees against the 
count, whereby unoffending citizens 
have been unwarrantly deprived of their 
liberty and rights. The Committee can­ 
not ascribe such conduct to ignorance. 
The Committee further finds that upon 
investigation that the quality of food fur 
oished by the Sheriff of the county to 
prisoners in the Countv Jail to be whole­ 
some and abundant; that it is not intend­ 
ed, r.or is it expected, that the prisoners 
confined therein shall receive first-class 
hotel 
fare, least 
it 
would 
be 
an irresistible temptation to tramps 
and 
vagrants, 
and 
all 
such 
characters as are too indolent to earn 
heir living by honest labor, to break 
into prison in order to secure such 
quarterp. 
In view of the continued and per­ 
sistent practice on the part of constables 
to arrest, confine, present and prefer 
charges against petty alleged offenders, 
often times bringing about their convic­ 
tion, not so much in our opinion to en 
force the law in good faith, but rather 
for the grossly improper purpose of se­ 
curing tne allowiii.ee to themselves of il­ 
legal fees, recommend that the lion. 
Board take some steps that will if pos­ 
sible put a stop to such an infamous 
practice, which we believe often results 
in unjust, improper and illegal punish 
ment of individuals, and is perpetrated 
at an enormous expense to the county, 
ft is ditficult to determine tho best course 
to pursue in such matters, but the flag­ 
rant abuse of the power of arrest hac 
never been pursued so long and per­ 
sistently and has resulted in such great 
expense to the county, that, while at a 
loss to point out a remedy for the evil, 
w’e do nevertheless most earnestly recom­ 
mend that some radical course be adopt­ 
ed which if possible will curtail if not 
altogether put a stop to such practices. 
THE WOOL QUESTION. 
A P ro te c tio n C o n g re s s m a n H o lst 
by Ills O w n P e ta r d . 
An appeal is made to the woolen man 
ufacturer, who is asked to believe that 
his prosperity depends upon making him 
pay tax upon his raw material, and that 
if he gets his raw material free of tax he 
will be ruined. The argument is a para­ 
dox, an idiotic contradiction, but it is re­ 
iterated and repeated in a thousand 
forms. 
Not long ago Congressman Gear of 
Iowa exhibited a woolen blanket in the 
House to show that, as a result of the 
tariff, better and cheaper blankets are 
made in his own State than in England. 
In the course of his remarks be said: 
Now, Mr. Chairman, I want to call the 
attention of this House to the fact that 
the passage of the pending tariff bill will 
not only seriously injure wool-growers of 
my State, but will close up the mill 
where that blanket was made, and put 
out of employment the labor engaged ii 
its manufacture. 
The blanket was manufactured by 
Isaiah Meek, at Bonaparte, Iowa, and Mr. 
Meek, in reply to a friend who had call­ 
ed his attention to Congressman Gear’s 
statement, wrote the following letter: 
O f f ic e o f I s a ia h M e e k , ) 
B o n a p a r te , Iowa., May 21st.f 
D e a r S i r : In reply to yours ot the 19th 
inst., I would say: Our woolen factory 
commenced operations in 1854, and was 
in full blast in 1856, and we have been 
running continuously since that time, 
except July, 1863, to March, 1864, at 
which time, having been burned out, we 
were rebuilding our factory. We have 
run continuously since then, except stops 
in the winter for repairs. 
The volume of our business is larger 
than before the war, because we have a 
great deal more machinery, and better 
facilities for manufacturing. Taking, 
however, the amount of machinery we 
had before tho war and our facilities for 
conducting the business, we had propor­ 
tionately as large, if not a larger amount 
of business then, and I know with more 
profit to us. 
Our business was much more profitable 
before the war than now. 
If the Mills bill passed, with its pro­ 
visions for the reduction of the wool 
tariff, it is my opinion that it would not 
reduce the volume of our business, but 
have a tendency to increase it. It would 
if passed, increase our profits, and conse: 
quently our ability to increase wages of 
operatives. In our experience, however, 
the question of wage3 is regulated by tbe 
law of eupDly and demand wholly,’ and 
not effected by the tariff. 
In my opinion the number of sheep 
has largely decreased in Van Buren 
county since 1860. I am a sheep-breeder, 
and while the sheep industry, taken for 
a succession of years is always a profit­ 
able business, the profit before the tariff 
was put on the wool was as great, and 
some years greater, than now. 
With reference to wages paid before 
the war and now, I have forgo1 ten, and 
am unable to answer. I find with refer­ 
ence to my books that we paid our boss 
carder in 1856 tbe same wages that I do 
now. 
Yours truly, 
I s a ia h M e e k . 
He is a manufacturer who is not to be 
fooled. Mr. Gear bad taken it upon 
himself to mourn over the ruin of Mr. 
Meek, who, by the way, is a Republican, 
but Mr. Meek does his own thinking, 
and is guided by his own experience. 
His establishment has been in business 
thirty-four years. It has a long record. 
It began in that period of low’ tariff to 
which Republicans are fond of referring 
as a time of death and hell to every 
manufacturing industry, any yet Mr. 
Meek says his business was much more 
profitable then than now. 
Mr. Gear said the Mills bill would 
close up Mr. Meek’s mill. Mr. Meek 
begs to differ, and as it is his mill, and 
he has been running it thirty-four years, 
he thinks he knows more about it than 
the Congressman. He says the Mills 
bill will increase his business and his 
profits. 
Mr. Gear called up an unprofitable 
witness when he summoned Mr. Meek. 
And let it be remembered that Mr. 
Meek’s views are those of every woolen 
manufacturer in the country, East and 
West, who keeps his business views and 
commercial common sense separate from 
his politics.—[Alta. 
The “stagnation of business” consider­ 
ed to be inevitable in a Presidential 
year had not manifested itself as yet. 
The people of the United States are get­ 
ting over the idea that the success of one 
party or {Lnother means ruin to the coun­ 
try, and are not violently alarmed even 
at the prospect of tariff revision.—[Provi­ 
dence Journal, (Rep).

Am ong the favorite barks w hich in 
tim es gone bye plied between San Fran­ 
cisco and H onolulu was the D. C. Mur­ 
ray, and sister craft Com et, comm anded 
by the fam ed Commodore Paty. 
The 
first nam ed bark, know n to every son of 
Neptune’s Pacific realm and to a very 
large num ber of land-lubbers on the 
Coast, 
has, 
for 
tw enty-eight 
years 
ploughed the briny deep in com m erce’s 
service, as before stated, from the H aw ­ 
aiian Islands to th e G olden Gate and up 
and down the Coast. 
Som etim e since th e old bark was sold 
at auction for $4,500. 
On June 19 she 
left Port Discovery with a cargo of lum ­ 
ber, bound for Redondo Beach. 
She 
arrived July 13th and anchored at the 
mooring buoy. 
On M onday last, in 
attem pting to lay alongside the wharf 
now being|constructed, her kedge slipped 
and she stranded in a few feet of water 
w ith her bow inshore. 
Forty-three 
thousand feet of lumber on deck was un­ 
shipped and she listed heavily to the 
port and so lays. 
She had a cargo of 409,000 feet of lu m ­ 
ber, including 300,000 lath and 25,000 
pickets. 
A H er a ld man visited the wreck y es­ 
terday and found her as described. 
The 
sea was calm and her cargo below decks 
intact. 
H er rudder was gone and a hole 
was stove in her bottom. 
The Captain 
and crew of eight men were cam ped on 
the beach with their effects and two pet 
kittens which the Captain had brought 
ashore before he had his “ clothes.” 
As 
the H er a ld approached the cam p a 
weazened old sea-dog was ch an tin g: 
I had ships that sailed tne sea, 
More than twenty years ago: 
They will never come back to me, 
Hut go sailing to and fro, 
With torn sails and battered hulls, 
While around shriek the gulls, 
Flying low, flying low. 
Captain M ontanden, of the ill-fated 
bark briefly recited the facts given before, 
adding that the Redondo Beach Com ­ 
pany refused to receive the lumber un­ 
less at the wharf, and as his “ charter 
party” read: “ to be delivered according 
to the rales of the port,” he had at 
tem pted to make the wharf and lost his 
vessel. 
H e had followed the sea for 
thirty-two years, h e said, and had never 
been wrecked before. 
“ If I can get my 
cargo out before she breaks u p ,” con­ 
tinued the captain, “ I can bank a thous­ 
and dollars after paying expenses, in­ 
cluding the loss of the bark.” 
H ow this 
could be done was not made clear, as the 
total freight, at $8 per M, the rate to be 
paid, would only am ount to $3,200, and 
the bark was not insured. 
The cargo of lumber is insured in the 
New 
Zealand Insurance Com pay. of 
which Geo. Bradbeer is the agent at Los 
A ngeles who was on the ground. 
The 
San Francisco agent, Captain Reed, and 
one 
of the 
owners 
of 
the 
bark, 
Charles M. Bradshaw will probable ar­ 
rive at the scene to-day. 
U ntil their 
arrival, nothing will be done, unless by 
nature in breaking up the bark anii 
floating the lumber out to sea. 
The 
amount of the insurance on the lum ber 
is not yet known. 
No effort will be made to save the 
bark, and her specter w ill add to the 
pictureBqueness of the beach for m any a 
day. 
She was a wooden vessel of 350 
tons groBS and 422 tons net. 
She was 
built at Green Point, N . Y ., in I860. 
Her dim ensions were: 
Length 131 feet, 
beam 31 feet, depth of hold 12 feet.
